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Brewer gets the nod as Pirates new coach 

Becomes 1st alumni player to take the helm as football coach

For the first time in the 
programs history, the Powell 
County Pirates football 
team will have an alumni at 
the helm next season. Last 
Friday Brandon Brewer, 
line coach for the Pirates, 
was announced as the new 
head coach. Brewer will 
replace Tony Burchett who 
announced he was retiring at 
the end of the school year. 

Brewer is a 1997 graduate 
of PCHS and played college 
football at Union College. He 


was named as the Mid-South 
Conference Player of the 
Week on several occasions. 
He was also a member of the 
all-conference team. After 
getting his degree in Business 
Management and a minor in 
Marketing, he took up coach¬ 
ing. He started his career at 
East Carter as an assistant 
for two years before mov¬ 
ing to Montgomery County, 
a 5A powerhouse. He was 
on the Indians staff for six 
seasons as a line and special 
teams coach. He then moved 
on to 6A powerhouse Clark 
County as the offensive coor¬ 


dinator for a year and half. 

Brewer “came home,” so to 
speak, in 2013 joining the 
Pirates staff. Born and raised 
in Powell County, Brewer 
knows he has a little pressure 
on him. “Being from here 
and this being the first time 
I actually live where I coach, 
I will be around for you,” 
Brewer said as he spoke to 
the team last Friday. “I know 
your moms, families, dads - I 
will be seeing you and them 
around town. That is a plus 
because we are here to help 
each other.” 

Brewer and his team are 


already hitting the weight 
room. They will play in a 
new district this year which 
includes their arch rival Estill 
County. Joining the district 
will be Morgan County, 
Breathitt County, Magoffin 
County and Knott County 
Central. They will all be part 
of the Class 3A District 7. 

“I’m excited about the sea¬ 
son, the team and getting this 
chance,” Brewer said. 

The Pirates will kick off the 
season Aug. 21 on the road to 
Casey County. The first home 
game will be Sept. 18 against 
Lewis County. 



F ormer pastor 
sentenced

It looks like the end is final¬ 
ly here for a case that no 
one would have ever dreamed 
would happen in Powell 
County. A former pastor of 
a local church was sentenced 
last Wednesday after plead¬ 
ing guilty to two counts of 
third degree rape. 

Barry Nolan Wethington, 
the former pastor at Stanton 
Christian Church who was 
released from there in 2013, 
pled guilty to having sex with 
a minor under the age of 16. 
The offenses occurred last 
summer and he was indict¬ 
ed for the crimes last fall. 
The sentencing phase went 
as many believed it would. 
Wethington was sentenced to 
eight and a half years, four 
years on one count and four 
and a half years on the other. 

Wethington, who has also 
been charged with a similar 
type crime in Fayette County, 
has been a senior pastor at 
churches in Harrison County 
in the past and worked for 
Teen Mission, an organi¬ 
zation that took teens on 
church missions to help oth¬ 
ers around the country. The 
charges in Fayette County, 
according to sources, are still 
pending. 

Wethington, who was 35 
at the time the crimes were 
committed, had been in legal 
trouble back in 2000 and 2001 
relating to a former girlfriend 
and a domestic issue. He pled

guilty to those offenses, some 
of the charges were felonies. 
He was probated and had no 
more legal issues until last 
fall. 

At one point in the hearing 
last week court sources stated 
that Wethinton apologized 
for his actions. The victims 
mother has been quoted as 
saying that she is glad this 
part of their lives is “finally 
behind them.” 

Wethington’s guilty plea 
includes that he has to serve 
an additional 275 days from 
the date he took the deal, 
March 18 and those days are 
to be added to the days he 
has already served, some 215 
days, since entering the jail 
last Oct. 3. That means he 
could be released by Dec. 18. 
The remainder of his sen¬ 
tence will be probated for 
five years. 

Also as part of the guilty 
plea, Wethington will have to 
register as a sex offender. He 
is also ordered to stay out of 
Powell County and to not be 
within 500 feet of the victim 
or her family. 


Court, ambulance service facing 
wrongful termination lawsuit

The Powell County Fiscal 
Court has a lot of items on 
their plate every day. Roads, 
promoting the county, keep¬ 
ing services going are just a 
few. They can add a lawsuit 
to the mix. 

A former employee of the 
Powell County Ambulance 
Service has filed a wrongful 
termination lawsuit in Powell 
Circuit Court. According 
to court records Steven K. 
Hardy has filed the suit claim¬ 
ing that he was dismissed 
because he tried to warn the 
service about deficiencies. 
Hardy claims that the ambu¬ 
lance service has been or was 
operating in “violation of 
various laws including KRS 
Chapter 311A and 202 KAR 
Section 7.” Those laws and 
sections apparently deal with 
how an ambulance service is 
to be run. 

Hardy claims that while 


working at the ambulance 
service the service did not 
have a “proper medical direc¬ 
tor” and by law could not 
legally provide “medical care 
to patients.” 

Hardy also claims in his 
lawsuit that the ambulance 
service, at times, was “operat¬ 


ing without essential equip¬ 
ment and medications need¬ 
ed to safely and effectively 
deliver basic medical care to 
critical patients.” Hardy is a 
paramedic. 

Among other complaints

Gas line abandonment report by FERC disputed, 
situation clarified by company after report issued 

Tennessee Gas proposal would sell line to a subsidiary for natural gas liquids

The Clay City Times received a pack¬ 
et from the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission late last week explain¬ 
ing that some changes were coming 
to the Tennessee Gas Plant located on 
Winchester Road in Clay City. 

We ran the information last week that 
was provided, but according to Kinder 
Morgan management, the company that 
handles the pipelines, some of that infor¬ 
mation was incorrect. 

According to the packet, Tennessee 
Gas has proposed abandoning three of 
their transmission lines and plants and 
giving them to another company. One of 


those plants is Compressor Station 106, 
in Clay City. It also noted that two other 
lines would be abandoned. 

But according to a call and an email 
from Kinder Morgan, Compressor 
Station 106 will not be abandoned. 
There will be one line abandoned, but 
not Powell’s. The email did not specify 
which line would be abandoned. 

Under the plan in the FERC report, 
Tennessee gas would disconnect from 
those lines and stations and turn them 
over to Utica Marcellus Texas Pipeline. 
That company would convert the aban¬ 
doned lines to transfer natural gas liq¬ 
uids. But that all depends on the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission’s 
approval. 


But Kinder Morgan, as already stated, 
will not abandon Powell’s line and they 
are not giving the lines to a new compa¬ 
ny. They are selling them to a subsidiary. 

The packet said that the information 
and proposal was in the “scoping peri¬ 
od” and that period runs until May 18. It 
also says that state and local government 
representatives should notify the public 
about the propose project and “encour¬ 
age them to comment on their areas of 
concern.”

Tip leads PCSO to solving two 
burglary cases, leads to one arrest

A tip led to the Powell 
County Sheriff’s Office 
solving two burglaries 
over the weekend. Now a 
Clay City man is facing the 
charges. 

It started last Saturday 
after Powell County Sher¬ 
iff Danny Rogers got a tip 
about two cases his de¬ 
partment was working. 
Deputy Rex Scott received 
some information that 
Christopher Pergram, 32, 
of Clay City, was involved 
in a burglary last month 
on Jones Road. In that 
burglary four guns and 
three chainsaws were tak¬ 


en. Scott found Pergram 
and during an interroga¬ 
tion Pergram apparently 
admitted to the thefts and 
told Scott and Detective 
Larry Patterson where to 
find the stolen items. He 
had apparently sold them 
to a man in Clark County. 
Officers went to the res¬ 
idence in Clark County 
and retrieved the chain¬ 
saws and guns. 

But the story is not over 
there. 

Pergram allegedly also 
told deputies about anoth¬ 
er burglary. In this case, 
which Sheriff Rogers was 
working, three guns were 
taken from a home. Per¬ 


gram apparently told offi¬ 
cers the guns were sold to 
a man in Wolfe County. 
Officers went to that resi¬ 
dence as well and retrieved 
the guns. 

“If anyone has any infor¬ 
mation about any crime, 
please call our office or the 
non-emergency dispatch 
number,” Rogers said. “We 
worked on these cases and 
I’m glad it came out the 
way it did. We want to stop 
or catch as many of the 
thieves as we can. Just glad 
we were able to solve these 
two cases rather quickly.” 

Pergram was arrested 
and placed in the Powell 
County Detention Center.

in the legal action, Har¬ 
dy claims that the EMS 
Director, Brinton Epper¬ 
son could not account for 
what happened to certain 
controlled substances and 
that he was not certified in 
any medical or emergency 
medical field enough to be 
able to evaluate employ¬ 
ees. He also claims that 
basic background checks 
were not completed as an 
EMT who was a convict¬ 
ed felon had been hired, 
which is against state law, 
according to Hardy. The 
name of the alleged con¬ 
victed felon was not men¬ 
tioned in the lawsuit. 

Hardy claims that he 
took some of his concerns 
to assistant director Ar¬ 
lene Rogers, to Epperson 
and even to Powell Coun¬ 
ty Judge Executive James 
Anderson. However, he 
stated that he was advised 
he would be dismissed 
if he complained. Hardy 
did notify the Kentucky 
Board of Emergency Ser¬ 
vices about his concerns. 
In the lawsuit it stated 
that KBEMS “rebuked” 
the ambulance service and 
gave them a “narrow win¬ 
dow” to correct the issues. 

To make sure he was not 


terminated, Hardy appar¬ 
ently had his wife contact 
Anderson about the safety 
concerns and legal issues. 
The suit states that not 
long after that call he was 
asked to attend a meeting 
with Anderson and Epper¬ 
son in which he was ad¬ 
vised that he had “engaged 
in inappropriate medical 
care and rude behavior.” 
He said he was given the 
option to either resign or 
be terminated. 

The county’s claim, ac¬ 
cording to the lawsuit, is 
that Hardy assisted a pa¬ 
tient to a stretcher by help¬ 
ing them walk down stairs 
from a front porch due to 
weather conditions. Hardy 
claims that the patient did 
not “protest” the action 
and that no harm came to 
the patient. He noted that 
his partner on that run 
apparently did not receive 
any “substantive disci¬ 
plinary action” for assist¬ 
ing. However, Hardy was 
terminated. 

In a side note, Hardy’s 
attorney, J. Robert Cowan, 
of Lexington, filed a com¬ 
plaint with the Attorney 
General’s Office stating 
that during this process 
the county failed to follow 
Open Records Law. They 
claimed that they had 
asked for personnel re¬ 
cords along with other in¬ 


formation under the state 
open records law and that 
the county did not comply 
per the law. The attorney 
general opinion did state, 
according to court re¬ 
cords, that even though 
some of the request could 
be denied, the county 
failed to reply in the prop¬ 
er time frame as required. 

The law states that upon 
a request being made the 
agency receiving the re¬ 
quest has three working 
days to file an answer. That 
answer can be that more 
time is needed due to the 
request being time con¬ 
suming or records need 
to be pulled from files to 
meet the request. In this 
case the Powell County 
Attorney Robert King was 
out of town and the re¬ 
quest answer was not filed 
in time, despite King ad¬ 
vising the county how to 
proceed. 

“We filed a response, but 
I believe the response and 
the AG’s opinion passed 
each other in the mail,” 
King told the Times last 
week. “That is probably 
what gets me about this 
case. I know we filed a re¬ 
sponse, but before they got 
it they filed a complaint 
with the AG.” 

As for the lawsuit, King 
said that he was still look¬ 
ing into the complaint and

would have no statement 
about the lawsuit at this 
time. He also stated that he 
felt that the other parties 
in the suit, Epperson and 
Anderson, would have no 
comment as it is not the 
county’s policy to discuss 
pending or ongoing legal 
actions. 

Hardy is asking for all 
applicable damages which 


in excess of the court’s ju¬ 
risdiction of $75,000, an 
award of punitive damag¬ 
es, reasonable attorney’s 
fees, full reinstatement to 
his position and any other 
relief he may be entitled 
to receive. The court filing 
also states that he is asking 
for a jury trial. 

Lawsuits of this nature 
only give one side of the 


story. Most litigants will 
not comment on such ac¬ 
tions while they are on¬ 
going or pending, as any 
comments made in the 
press could be brought up 
in the legal action. 

No court date has been 
set, though part of the 
case was heard last week 
in Powell Circuit Court.

Attorney General takes elder abuse very serious 


We can learn a lot from our 
elders. A phrase passed down 
from generation to generation 
speaks to the enduring spirit of 
citizens of the Commonwealth 
that have worked hard to pro¬ 
vide and build futures for their 
families and have persevered 
through good times and bad to 
see Kentucky grow and pros¬ 
per. That’s why, as Attorney 
General, I’ve made protecting 
our most vulnerable citizens 
one of my top priorities. I’ve 
investigated or prosecuted 
more elder abuse and neglect 
cases than any previous Ken- 

Many Kentucky families must make tough decisions as 
their loved ones age and face the reality that an elderly 
family member cannot receive the care they need at home 
and must seniors move in to a facility designed to care for 
the elderly. Our seniors and their families deserve a level 
of comfort knowing their loved one is well taken care of 
and an elevated level of care and protection for the family 
member. 

Medical living facilities should be a safe haven for sup¬ 
port and care, and I believe that every patient in a nursing 
home, Medicaid facility, or personal care home deserves 
to be treated with dignity and respect and should be free 
from patient abuse, neglect or exploitation. 

I am proud that Kentucky is a self-reporting state for el¬ 
der abuse and neglect. The law in Kentucky clearly states 
that we shall not turn a blind eye to a vulnerable group of 
our population. In most instances of crime in our society, 
we have to hope that people will do the right thing and 
report wrongdoing. But, with elder abuse and neglect in 
Kentucky, there is mandatory reporting law that requires 
caregivers to report abuse and neglect allegations and 
signs of abuse. 

My office recently investigated four caregivers in Frank¬ 
lin County for not reporting to their superiors or authori¬ 


ties that an employee was allegedly sexual abusing patients. 
The four have been indicted. The failure to report meant 
that the alleged abuse was allowed to continue against two 
developmental^ disabled residents 

Abuse can happen in a senior’s own home. If you have a 
family member or neighbor who receives care in the home, 
please check on that neighbor often. Many times family 
members may live out of town. Communicate with chil¬ 
dren in the family about changes that may take place in 
the home or in the mental state or health of a friend or 
neighbor. Also, be on the lookout for unusual traffic at the 
home. This could indicate someone is trying to befriend 
the person in order to gain access to finances or financial 
information. 

In many cases friends, neighbors, family members 
and honest care providers can be the first line of defense 
against suspected abuse and neglect. To be more aware of 
the signs of abuse and neglect, my office put together mul¬ 
tiple resources for caregivers and family members. 

Physical, sexual and financial abuses are the most prev¬ 
alent elder abuse crimes in Kentucky. In 2006, authori¬ 
ties received more than 3.5 million reports of adult abuse 
in the United States according to data collected from the 
Cabinet for Health and Human Services. In 2014, Adult 
Protective Services in Kentucky reported receiving 94,711 
calls of alleged abuse, which resulted in 5,114 substantiat¬ 
ed cases of abuse or neglect. 

Physical Abuse 

• Frequent unexplained injuries or complaints of pain 
without obvious injury. 

• Burns or bruises suggesting. 

• Passive, withdrawn and emotionless behavior, Lack of 
reaction to pain. 

• Injuries that appear after the person has not been seen 
for several days. 

Sexual Abuse 

• Injury to the genital area. 

• Difficulty in sitting or walking. 

• Fear of being alone with caretakers. 

• Neglect 

• Obvious malnutrition. 

• Lack of personal cleanliness. 


• Habitually dressed in torn or dirty clothes. 

• Obvious fatigue and listlessness. 

• Begs for food or water. 

• In need of medical or dental care. 

• Left unattended for long periods. 

• Bed sores 

Financial Abuse 

• Mismanagement of personal funds. 

• Lost, stolen or destroyed property. 

We cannot just have strict laws we must also have swift 
and efficient enforcement of these laws. My Medicaid 
Fraud and Abuse Control Division (MFCU) is our prima¬ 
ry investigative division and is charged with conducting 
investigations into adult abuse, neglect, and financial ex¬ 
ploitation when there is a link to the Medicaid Program. In 
2013, General Conway’s Medicaid Fraud Unit was named 
one of the most aggressive in the country by the nonprofit 
watchdog group Public Citizen. MFCU has jurisdiction to 
investigate allegations of abuse, neglect, and financial ex¬ 
ploitation of persons receiving care at Medicaid-funded fa¬ 
cilities, regardless of whether the victim is a Medicaid pa¬ 
tient. In non-Medicaid funded care facilities, the MFCU 
can conduct an investigation into abuse and neglect of a 
patient with the prior approval of the U.S. Center for Medi¬ 
care and Medicaid Services. 

My office also assists and trains local law enforcement 
officers and prosecutors to be able to investigate and suc¬ 
cessfully prosecute these crimes by knowing the applicable 
laws and resources available. We’ve also compiled an Elder 
Abuse and Neglect prosecution training manual for Coun¬ 
ty and Commonwealth Attorneys throughout the state. 

Abuse, neglect or exploitation of a patient or resident 
of a care facility is a crime. Report instances of abuse to 
the Attorney General’s Patient Abuse Toll-Free Tip Line at 
1-877-ABUSE TIP (1-877-228-7384). 

Additionally, for Reporting Abuse (regardless of wheth¬ 
er facility is Medicaid funded) or for questions about pro¬ 
tective services, guardianship and counseling, contact the 
Cabinet for Health and Family Services Adult Protective 
Services hotline at 1-800-752-6200.

Politics of personal destruction claims an innocent victim in Ky. Gov. race

In the rough-and-tum¬ 
ble world of politics, we’ve 
come to expect that the par¬ 
ticipants are going to get a 
little bloody in the process. 

After all, when the future 
of the city, county, state or 
nation is at risk, candidates 
are going to do what they 
have to do in order to win. 

Very little is off the table. 
From families to businesses 
to associates, just about ev¬ 
ery aspect of a politician’s 
life is open to scrutiny. 
Barack Obama’s pastor’s an¬ 
ti-American remarks made 
from the church pulpit are 
fair game, as are Rand Paul’s 
son’s alcohol problems. 

But sometimes, innocent 
third parties get caught up 
in the crossfire, as has hap¬ 
pened in this year’s Ken¬ 
tucky Republican guberna¬ 
torial primary. When that 
happens, perhaps it’s time 
to rethink just how zealous¬ 


ly we pursue our political 
ambitions. 

For several months, a 
blogger named Michael 
Adams has been pushing 
rumors that Commissioner 
of Agriculture and GOP gu¬ 
bernatorial candidate Jamie 
Comer assaulted a college 
girlfriend. It appears that 
Adams first heard the al¬ 
legations on Topix.com, a 
bulletin board-type website 
where people anonymously 
post rumors and gossip that 
may or may not be true. Ad¬ 
ams started a blog critical of 
Comer, and he eventually 
published the name of the 
alleged victim. There’s no 
evidence that Adams was 
working at the behest of any 
of Comer’s opponents. 

Other bloggers picked 
up on the story and also 
named the ex-girlfriend 
in question, but the rumor 
bubbled under the surface 
until a Lexington Her¬ 
ald-Leader story revealed 
that Adams had contacted 


the Hal Heiner and Will T. 
Scott campaigns to push 
his story. That brought in¬ 
creased attention to the tale 
and pushed it squarely into 
the mainstream media and 
to the forefront of the cam¬ 
paign. 

Although Adams, other 
bloggers and mainstream 
media reporters had been 
contacting the ex-girlfriend 
in an attempt to get her on 
the record, she didn’t want 
to have any part in the gu¬ 
bernatorial drama. In fact, 
Adams even told the Her¬ 
ald-Leader reporter that 
she had told him to leave 
her alone. But when the sto¬ 
ry hit the mainstream, she 
obviously felt compelled to 
speak out. 

She wrote a letter to the 
Courier-Journal in which 
she confirmed the allega¬ 
tions that Comer had phys¬ 
ically abused her, along 
with dropping a few other 
bombshells that won’t be 
helpful to his campaign. 


The Courier-Journal pub¬ 
lished a story based on her 
letter, along with an admo¬ 
nition from Comer’s lawyer 
promising a “devastating 
lawsuit” should the story be 
printed. The C-J’s editorial 
and legal teams must have 
been confident in the truth 
of her statements, or they 
would not have subjected 
themselves to a libel suit. 

Comer addressed the 
matter the following day in 
a press conference, strongly 
denying the allegations and 
again threatening legal ac¬ 
tion. One wonders who’ll be 
named in the suit. Michael 
Adams, who’s relentlessly 
pushed the story for months 
and has shopped it not only 
to Comer’s GOP rivals, but 
to Attorney General Jack 
Conway, who will be the 
Democrats’ nominee? Joe 
Gerth, the Courier-Journal 
reporter who wrote the sto¬ 
ry and from whom Comer 
refused to take questions 
at his press conference? Or 


will he go so far as to sue the 
alleged victim of his abuse? 

By all accounts, his 
ex-girlfriend didn’t want 
to participate in any of 
this. She no longer lives in 
Kentucky, and except for a 
modest donation to Hein- 
er’s campaign, has not been 
involved in the gubernato¬ 
rial race. She was dragged 
into it against her will by a 
third party with an agen¬ 
da. In doing so, she claims, 
Adams caused a lot of bad 
memories to resurface. Ad¬ 
ams even acknowledges 
as much, making a snarky 
post on his anti-Comer 
Facebook page saying he’s 
grateful for Kentucky her¬ 
oines, even those who live 
in other states “who hate 
me b/c of I have done them 
wrong.” 

Is this what our political 
scene has come to? Some¬ 
one who’s intent on tearing 
down a candidacy pulls 
an innocent person into 
the fray, revictimizing her 


again? 

When the story hit the 
mainstream, Comer im¬ 
mediately blamed Hein¬ 
er. When interviewed for 
the Courier-Journal story, 
Comer’s lawyer made re¬ 
marks critical of the ex-girl- 
friend. How about blaming 
Adams, who pulled both 
the woman and the Heiner 
campaign into this mess? 

Because of Adams’ ac¬ 
tions, a young woman who 
just wanted to be left alone 
became the focal point of 
a scandalous story. That 
doesn’t serve the political 
process well at all.

Cemetery upkeep can be costly, help needed 

Dear Friends of Clay City-Eaton Cemetery, 

When we make donations to “causes” we often wonder 
just how our money is being used. Cemetery associations 
are required to keep a certain amount of funding in reserve 
for perpetual care for graves long after all family members 
have passed. The Clay City-Eaton Cemetery Association 
also maintains a regular checking account for week-to- 
week maintenance. This year’s recurring expenses for the 
cemetery include the following: 

During the growing season, the cemetery is mowed and 
weed-eated regularly ($3,000): dead or damaged decora¬ 
tions, trash and fallen limbs are picked up and hauled away 
($360); fertilizer and grass seed ($34.50); Post Office box 
rent ($44); Clark Energy security light ($150) = $3,588.50. 

Last fall a new American flag was installed (donation 
from Am Vets), along with a new rope for the flagpole 
($37.60); and some small dead trees and shrubs were re¬ 
moved ($175). Last week we had a large dead tree near 
the north side fence removed. Because the tree was near 
a house and had several monuments under it, removal 
required a professional, insured tree-cutter. The cost was 
$400 and we thank them for the discounted price to the 
Cemetery Association. The cut up pieces will be traded for 
hauling off the brush. Total = $612.60 unplanned expenses 
for the year. 

Over the past few years much has been done to improve 
and enhance the cemetery grounds over and above the reg¬ 
ular monthly maintenance. The largest investment in im¬ 
provements was in 2011 when the gravel driveway through 
the cemetery was blacktopped ($13,300). The paving solved 
the problem of damage to the grass from drivers trying to 
avoid muddy potholes. The paving also made getting to the 
gravesites easier, and many residents are now enjoying the 
driveway as a short walking track. 

There is more to be done. Settled graves need to be 
filled, seeded and covered with straw; small wild trees 
have grown up inside shrubs and must be removed; sev¬ 
eral planted bushes and shrubs need to be trimmed back; 
many old tomb stones need to be righted and repaired. The 
exceptionally wet spring this year made maintenance more 
difficult. 

This is your community cemetery. Help us make it a 
beautiful resting place for your loved ones. The Association 
is planning a cemetery work-day in June. If you would like 
to bring your garden gloves and tools and be a volunteer

NOW BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF CLAY

Estill built an 8-1 lead going to the last 
inning. The Pirates lone run came on a 
Cameron Conrad homerun.

Powell and Estill finished tied for the dis¬ 
trict crown at 5-1.

The Pirates played last weekend at home 
in the Bill Orme Classic. Powell played 
Prestonsburg in their first game Saturday.

Prestonsburg tied the game as the Pirates 
came to bat. Chance Snowden and Cam¬ 
eron Conrad got base hits for the Pirates to 
put runners on first and second. Derrick 
Robinson singled to score the winning run. 
Powell won, 9-8. 

In Powell’s second game they faced off 
against Madison Southern. Southern led 
3-0 going to the bottom of the third. Powell 
scored three runs to tie the game, helped by 
a solid base hit from Brad Smith and walks 
from Southern pitching. 

Cameron Conrad held Southern scoreless 
in the fourth inning. The Pirates explod¬ 
ed for 11 runs in the bottom of the fourth. 
The big hits for the Pirates were a double by 
Chance Snowden and a bases clearing triple 
from Jordan Woosley. 

Conrad retired Southern 1-2-3 to end the 
game. Powell defeated Madison Southern 
14-3. 

Powell now stands at 25-5 overall for the 
season and 5-1 in district play. The Pirates 
were scheduled to travel to Jackson City on 
Monday. Powell hosts Knott Central on 
Tuesday and Bath County on Wednesday. 

The Pirates finish their regular season on 
the road Thursday at Montgomery County 
and Friday at Leslie County.
